7 APART from the famous Goligher Circle, we seldom hear 
now of remarkable physical phenomena, except perhaps 
for the “direct? voice. As a consequence the opinion is 
frequently expressed by Spiritualists of long-standing and: 
wide experience that physical phenomena, such as levita 
tions and materialisations, are no longer produced by the 
spirit people because they are not sought after by enquirer 
with the avidity that they used to be. This view, however, 
is not supported by the facts. ‘There are many carnest 


students of psycbic science and Spiritualism who would,
